The Geographic society has 
an- 


nounced its intention of passing upon 
the question of the authenticity of the 
polar observations made by Peary and 
nook. In response to a telegram from 
:he society Commander Peary subniit- 
ed his data, which was approved by 
the society. Dr. Cook, however, has 
declined lo submit his data to the so- 
ciety, but. Intends to carry out. his 
iromlse to place It first. In the hands 
of the scientists of the University of 
Copenhagen. 


It Is now understood to he the in- 


entlon of the Geographic society lo 
send a committed to Copenhagen to' 
ask the authorities of the university to 
allow them to ho present during the 
ixamlnnlion of Cook's data, it is ho- 
lered here that they hoped to obtain 
the aid of the state department In ac- 
complishing this purpose.
